T his property- of being almost ineorn 
pressi hie is best illustrated perhaps 
l>y an experiment tried centuries ago. 
wherein an attem pt w ns jp ule to com 
press w ater by tilling si leaden shell 
w ith It and then, sifter closing, ham 
m ering and sq ueezing the shell. 
The 
only effect of the trem endous pres 
sures produced in this way was to 
cause the w afer to penetrate the mi 
mite pores of the lend and exude in 
drops lik e perspiration on the outer 
surface of the shell. 
T he sam e effect 
w as found for a silver shell. 
Hut. while It is a fam iliar fact that 
liq uids will resist an enorm ous force of 
compression, tin* companion fact that 
they sire also capable of wlthststuding 
tension is not so generally k nown. 
At 
tir^t sight tills statem ent may appear 
ridiculous. 
When w ater may la* so 
readily dipped from st pail or poured 
from oi l* vessel to another, how can 
it be capable of w ithstanding tension*. 
If. however, 
we prevent change ot 
form we find that pure w ater is capa­ 
ble of bearing fifty atm ospheres of ten 
sion. or 750 pounds to the sq uare inch 
If it was possible, then, to utilize this 
propertx by m ak ing a “rope” of w ater 
w e should find it capable of sustaining 
a good 
fraction of the weight 
that 
could I« * borne by an ordimtry rope of 
the sam e si/.« *. 
Hut It must tie ad m it­ 
ted that the task of m ak ing a rope out 
of such material would be rattier dif 
ficult, to say the least, notw ithstanding 
the fact that it possesses this dusirablc 


actually found by Hortholot in the fol­

U nearthed ’n Recent E x c a v a tio n * and 


la Saven Feet H igh . 


For three years Vittorio Spinazzola. 
director of the M useum of Naples, has 
been conducting a scientific excavation 
am ong the tem ples « if l ’esto and from 
tim e to tim e has brought to light m any 
objects of bronze and of m arble and 
has uncovered several of the old wnlk s 
around the temples. 
On June 17 a t the end of a broad 
w ay his men cam e upon a great edifice 
w ith tw enty colum ns lying before its 
facade, w ith a m onum ental entrance 
nnd sala thirty m eters in length and 
eighteen in width. 
T he 
sala contained six 
niches 
In 
which 
had originally stood as m any 
statues. 
Five of these had long since 
been destroyed or carried aw ay. T here 
w as one niche, how ever, w hich had 
been overlook ed either through supe r­ 
stition or carelessness, and before this 
there lay w here It had fallen the sta tue 
w hich 
had once stood within. 
It w as a heroic size s ta tue m ade of 
P a ria n m arble a nd shefwed a face lik e 
tha t of the youthful C aesar A ugustus, 
grow n old w ith the cares of state. 
But 
instead of the toga it appeared to 
w e a r the sacerdotal robe of a priest o? 
Neptune. 
At first glance Signor Spinazzola rec­ 
ognized the type of the im perial fa m ­ 
ily of Julia C laudia and m ore part leu 
iarly one of the Drusi. 
It w as perhaps 
Nero or I irusus. 
Now. however, all doubt is ended, 
for Signor Spinazzola. who is very 
learned in all m atters pertaining to 
politieal Home of tin* early C hristian 
centuries, lias identified the s ta tue as 
tha t of Claudius him self—C laudius im- 
perator. 
H<* <11*1 'liis by com paring 
the robe w ith others of k now n dates 
and tin* feature* w ith tlm*« * of other* 
on well identified statues of the e m ­ 
peror. 
Tli« * sta tue i* nearly seven feet in 
height ninl show s C laudius in the robe 
of pontifex Max in ms in t lit* act <*f sa<*- 
rifieing with veiled head. 
It is a w onderful piece <*f sculpture 
both in design and creation, even to 
the sm allest details, 
it easily tak es 
its 
place 
am ong 
the 
most 
notable 
work * belonging to the first century. 
It w as probably m ade betw een 4‘J and 
45, for it bears a strik ing resem blance 
to 11 m ural i>*irtralt of that d ate pre­ 
served in th** Naples museum.
